As a 
conductor and clinician, he has worked extensively with many choral 
organizations and youth choirs throughout Canada and, last summer, 
he was an invited juror at the 1987 international choral 
competition, "Let the People Sing," in Helsinki.

HUGO WOLF 


The “Sechs Geistiiche Lieder” were written in April of 1881 at a time when Wolf was suffering fron an 
overwhelming heartbreak. Whether or not this circumstance has anything to do with the intensity of emotion and 
passion the songs evoke jis anyone's guess. They do represent, however, one of the most profound musical 


utterances of the Romantic period.

Te Deum in C major 


AMADEUS WOLFGANG MOZART 


The Te Deum in C major (K. -141) was composed toward the end of 1769, when Mozart was thirteen. It is not 
certain whether the piece is original; no autograph survives, and it has an unusually close affinity to a Te 
Deun by Michael Haydn, written in 1760. However, the style and spirit of the present work, its ciear 
construction, expertly worked out detail of voice leading, effective use of the vocal and instrumental ranges, 
and imaginative melodic and harmonic content, closely match many others of Mozart's early works.
